Naval experts feared today 
strong northerly currents may 
have moved the sunken atreratt | 
and its two naval sali 
which crashed into. Esquimalt |

The navy began sounding op 
erations at noon to pin-point the 
wreck which went down in about 
100 feet of water, about 1.55 
miles from Fisgard light.

PROPHET AND PREDICTIONS 


MY COMPARATIVELY recent allusion to prophets whose 
“~~ portents have failed to materialize, particularly those con- 
cerned with the date of the Day of Judgment, gave an addi- 
tional fillip to the interest with which I discovered an old clip- 
ping while going through some of my voluminous files a few 
days ago. 

It was an article from the Ladies’ Home Journal of Janu- 
ary, 1931, in which the writer, Norman Be] Geddes, forecast 
certain changes and innovations in industrial and domesticide- 
signs and gadgets, al] to take place within the next decade. In 
case his name is unfamiliar to my readers, I quote an editorial 
comment from the same magazine: “Mr. Bel Geddes is looked 
upon today (1931) as one of the most daring and pfactical 
originators of new ideas, , . .” 


MATERIAL IMPROVEMENTS 


E THE INTERVENTION of World War Two held up 

some of the improvements in our material way of life 

which he prophesied for the '40's, it is interesting to note 
how pfophetic he proved to be in some cases. 

For instance, he predicted: “Aircraft wil] attain a speed of 
six miles per minute. ... They wil] be able to land and take 
off vertically. ... A new fue] of vastly increased power but of 
infinitesimal ‘bulk - will supersede gasoline.” And he proved 

“yight in envisioning (in 1931) that rainfall could be controlled 
scientifically and crops artificially stimulated by scientific 
methods, 


TOWN PLANNING 


ECAUSE HE WAS a town-planner extraordinary he saw a 
place for airplanes in his ideal city, although it isn’t neces- 
sarily mine: “Whole blocks in the midst of_cities will be given 
over to airplane hangers, the roofs of which will form landing 
fields.” 

He also anticipated that “there would be double-deck streets, 
divided into lanes for slow, stop-off traffic and lanes for ex- 
press traffic.” Although the double-decker idea is still in its 
infancy the traffic lanes have long ‘been in operatiop’in the 
larger cities. / 


HOUSEWIVES’ PARADISE 


THEN HE WROTE. that<article his prognostication about 
houses that all dwellings would be heated by artificial 
means, with washed air, heated or cooled according to the 
season, delivered from a central plant, Mr. Geddes was a little 
ahead in his date. But he wasn’t far out in prognosticating 
the replacement of the incandescent lamp by the neon tube. 
And when you recall that television was practically un- 
dreamed of in 1931, it is amazing to recall his prophecy that 
“Events of national interest»wili be available by television 
simultaneously with their occurrence.” But we yet haven't got 
to the point where, as he then suggested, courses and lectures 
would be broadcast by television from key citi¢s to hundreds 
of rural branches. 


WORKING WEEK 


IKE OTHER VISIONARIES, Mr. Geddes was a bit ahead of 
social and economic progress when he forecast a working 
week of six days of four hqurs by 1941. But if the present 
trend continues it won't be long, at that, before we see de- 
mands for “a 24-hour week, and at the same take-home pay. 
Evidently a humorist as well as a prophet, he foresaw 
fashion changes in the decade from 1931 to 1941 as follows: 
“Women’s dresses’ will be shorter; women’s dresses will be 
longer; women’s dresses will be shorter, then longer.” And he 
might just as well have added: “Ad infinitum.” 


HUMAN NATURE 


"HIS PARTICULAR PROPHET also knew human nature and 
that in many ways it¥s predictable as the same yesterday, 
today and tomorrow. For he wrote that “in 1941 there will 
Still be cruelty and intolerance.’ There will stil) be generosity 
and unselfishness. There will stil] be workers and drones.” 

In other words, there would still be men and women. 
And that goes for 195l1—and 1961, 1971 and so on, always 
providing the prediction of some gloomy prophets that the 
world js to be wiped out by nuclear fission in the not-too- 
distant future doesn’t prove more accurate than his.

And once that happens, 
once the scheme has access to the whole 
purse of the state there will be no real 
chance of curbing its costs or preventing 
the consequent increase in general taxes. 

Increased fees alone will not solve 
the present hospital problem. The Legis- 
lature. evidently understands that it must 
provide some safeguard against abuse of 
the scheme by doctors and patients who 
use hospitals unnecessarily. 

The proposal advanced by private 
members, probably with Government 
support, is*that every patient entering 
hospital shal] pay some small fraction 
of his bill. His payment need not be 
large to discourage him from going to

What the Legislature wants to 
know and should insist on finding out is 
whether the scheme is being efficiently 
administered, whether everybody . who 
can pay hospital fees is paying them, 
whether the ho§Spitals—assured of Gov- 
ernment money—2re as economical as 
they should be, why the deduction of 
fees from .payrolis has not yet. been 
applied to all business concerns. 

Before it prorogues the Legislature 
should explore every aspect of hospital- 
ization, examine the responsible officials 
and make sure, while there is yet time, 
that a sound and essential insurance 
scheme does not become a financial 
sink hole.

wheat, thé,farm leaders still insisted 
that, over the four-year contract, there 
* would be no loss to the farmers. They 
were still gambling on the assumption 
that world wheat prices would soon drop, 
that the fixed British price would give 
the farmers in fie end more money than 
the open market. 

The world .price rose. The Canadian 
farmer had to sell at a lower price. Now 
the farm organizations admit, by de- 
manding compensation. from the Gov- 
ernment, that they lost the gamble to 
an amount ‘said’ to be around $150 mil- 
lions. Suppose the wheat deal had turned 
out differently and the farmers had 
made more than the open market could 
give them. Would they now return the 
difference to the public treasury? Quite 
rightly, they would not. By. the same 
logic they should not expect compen- 
sation when their gamble fails. 

We are told that some farmers ob- 
jected to the gamble. But an over- 
whelming majority of the farm com- 
munity approved it; the. farm organiz- 
ations championed it and denounced all 
who opposed it. No rea] objection was 
heard until] the deal went sour. How- 
- ever, the farmers were so misled by their 
leader&\ and have so much power in 
Ottawa that they doubtless will get some 
compensation for their mistake from the 
general taxpayers.

Then they will uncover 
the stone laid a few days ago, opening 
it with proper ceremony.

r IS fascinating to wonder what men 
will be doiny, long hence in this place 
where we have lived, the question which 
no sage or scientist has ever been able 
to answer.

HOSPITAL INSURANCE 
In.an editorial on hospital insurance 
in the Daily Times of the 13th inst., you 


state “British..Columbians,...we... think, 
are unanimous in their support of hos- 
pital insurance,” and in the issue of 
Yith inst. there is a news item telling 
of the hundreds of prosecutions which 
have been launched against those that 
have failed to pay the premium, Does 
this suggest unanimity in support of the 
scheme? 


Besides the hundreds who have 
already been prosecuted there are very 
many more who, while..by -no -means 
in favor of the scheme, have paid, the 
premium merely to fulfil a legal obliga- 
tion. 


The editorial further states: “Every 
person pays for what, on average, he 
will get.” And what are we getting? 
Seventeen men roaming the-countryside 
(and presumably their traveling expenses 
are paid in addition to salary) attempt- 
ing to persuade delinquens to pay that 
which they are legally bound to do. If 
this is the way premium money is spent, 
no wonder there is a deficit. 


Another appalling waste is the amount 
of advertising—posters on the walls of 
commission's offices, bearing pictures 
of some who have had their hospital 
bills paid—pamphlets galore in which 
are statements termed. by the commis- 
sion as “bordering on ambiguity”—and 
propaganda advertisements appearing 
from time to time in the press. 


If the scheme was 4 voluntary one, 
advertising might be fully justified, but 
seeing that the payment of premiums 
is obligatory, what good can arise from 
spending so much money on advertising. 
You advocate raising the fees, already 
too high for the limited benefits offered; 
this no doubt would entail no hardship 
on members of the Legislature, @or in- 
stance, who have been very liberal in 
increasing their own indemnities, but to

‘General Wismer. His name and those 
of other Greek worthies, are inscribed on 
the stained-glass windows of our Parlia- 
ment Buildings as an inspiration to the 
Legislature, that it may be as brave 
as Aristides, learned as Plato, sceptical 
as Socrates and wise as Solon.

The Shield

OSEF STALIN’S recent menacing state- 
ment hinted very clearly that really 
serious. preparations by the Western 
nations to defend 
themselves would 
make war “inevitable.” 
This is why it is deeply 
important to under- 
stand that American 
strategic air power is 
increasing by a sort of 
arithmetical progres- 
sion, If this is under- 
stood, there is no rea- 
son why tthe veiled 
threats of the Kremtin doseph 
should have the shattering effect which 
the Kremlin so-clearly desires. 


There is one way to measure the 
growth of our striking power, If war 
comes, the task of the Strategic Air 
Command will be, of course, to smash 
the industrial war potential of the 
Soviet Union decisively, and as rapidly 
as possible: The power to accomplish 
this task will be doubled within six 
months. And a year later, it will be 
doubled again. 


Assume, for purposes off iHustration, 
that the Strategic Air Force could now 
complete its mission within about 60 days 
of the outbreak of war (which is prob- 
ably a reasonable estimate, provided for- 
ward bases were not neutralized). Then, 
six months fram now, the mission could 
be completed within 30 days. And 18 
months from now, the Strategic Air 
Force should be able to finish its terrible 
task in little more than two weeks, 

This extraordinarily rapid increase in 
projected strategic power does not derive 
simply from increased production of 
atomic bombs and heavy bombers. Much 
of it comes, instead, from simple effici- 
ency in operation. 

The case of the B-36 provides the best 
example of this increased efficiency. An 
operational altitude of 40,000 feet has 
for a long time b2en publicly claimed for 
the B-36, But it could maintain this alti- 
tude only at great risk of engine failure, 
for short periods, and with much, sacri- 
fice of speed, range; and load. ; 

This is no longer so. A number of 
technical and necessarily secret _improve- 
ments now permit the B36 to fly many 
thousands of miles at 40,000 feet and 
more, Without éssentia] sacrifice of effici- 
ency. The best of the Soviet jet fighters, 
like the Mig 15, are known to operate 
sluggishly at this height. 

In short, what is now in prospect is 
a crushing American air strength, which 
the Kremlin simply will not be able: to 

: equal. To be sure, this 
gives no grounds for 
complacency. For the , 
Kremlin will. neverthe- 
less quite soon be able 
té deliver large num- 
bers of«atomic bombs 
to targets in this coun- 
try and ~ elsewhere. 
Moreover, this country 
and its ‘alffes will also | 
never be able to match 
Soviet ground strength, - 
in terms of numbers of men on the 
ground 

Yet by a determined effort, a balance 
of power can still be achieved by com- 
bining a solid ground defense in the 
West with crushi»g air superiority. This 
is what Stalin and the Politburo are pow 
determined to prevent. It may. be tat, 
in ordér to prevent it, Stalin will defy 
American strategic air power and accept

Growing Perennials 


From Seed 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

While it is satisfactory for the 
home gardener with limited 
space to buy perennial plants, 
it is a very fascinating hobby to 
grow them from seed. 

The important point to re 
member is that a great deal of 
variation will appear in most 


ing-out of all in- 
ferior plants 
must be prac 
ticed. 

The discarded 
plants should be 
consigned to the 
compost heap— 
not, to the neighbor’s garden. 
If they are not good enough to 
keep, they are. not good. enough 
for your friends and neigh- 
‘bors. 

When buying the seed of 
perennials be sure that it comes 
from a reliable source.

chase as small a quantity as | 
possible, and be rigorous in dis- | 
carding poor specimens, end 
those not true to type.

If you have either a green- 
house or a cold frame, February 
is a good month to sow peren- 
nials. Germination is better than 
during the hot days of late sum- 
mer, and the larger plants will

Perhaps you don’t like — basketball. 

Perhaps you do. But if perchance you 

happen to be attending either of these 

two cage presentations, why not give a little 

thought to the officials before assailing their 

eharacter, which undoubtedly will be done. 

Basketball has been called by some a 

foolish game. It is not basketball that is 

foolish ; it is the ambiguity of the rules that 

make it appear so. And the officials are in the capacity of 
enforeing those rules. 


Take The Right Channel 


There is nothing quite so stupid as to see a perspiring 
referee dashing madly up and down the floor exercising his 
judgment as he gees it, bringing rule violators to justice.and 
in general doing ‘his best to the limit of his ability, all the 
while being assailed with accusations of incompetence and 
even in some cases favoritism. ig 

These accusations are usually unjust. Losing coaches are 
the worst offenders as they attempt to alibi defeat by vin- 
dictively assaulting the officials. 

Perhaps the best way to put it would be to say : ‘‘Smarten 
up Mac. Take your lickings like a sport. And if you have 
oceasion to believe that the Officials are incompetent or 
unfair, the proper recourse is to take the matter up with the 
proper authorities.’’ 


The Governing Body 


This is not a defence of all officials.‘ Some are unfair 
and even dishonest, but these are in the minority. A series 
seldom passes or a playoff is hardly ever decided without 
the referees being assailed by one party or the other. This 
is only natural, especially in the heat of battle, but post- 
mortems never enhanced the social standing of the coach 
who conducts the vilification proceedings or the club he 
represents. 

Last year, Victoria ‘‘Y’’ defaulted the series with 
Alberni, officially because playing dates would not be 
changed. But in truth, it was because of the officiating in 
a certain game. As we recall, the refereeing left much to 
be desired and was not.up to senior A standards. Alberni 
leveled the same charges against Victoria. officials. The 
association will usually cater to requests for changes in 
officials, if the protest is sound. Incompetency has no place 
in refereeing of any kind and the. parent association should 
be the first to recognize it. 


Wait And See 


Our earnest hope is that neither Alberni nor Victoria 
will have occasion to assail the officials again this year. 
But if it-so happens, let the association immediately bring in 
neutral arbiters. Their interpretations should be of no special 
advantage to either club, which oftentimes is the case. with 
home officials, under whom clubs have been governed during 
the regular season. That’s where the ambiguity of the rules 
eomes into effect. For example, reférees in Alberni may have 
a different interpretation of charging and blocking fouls 
than the officials in Victoria. 


This applies to other phases of the rules and is quité 
often the cause of the trouble 

So we repeat before this series starts, that if is there is 
any cause for complaint in the officiating or the officials, 
the association should act-immediately. Basketball is still a 
decent game even though the gamblers have a hold on the 
intercollegiate variety iri New York. 

Anybody want to lay three to one that tonight’s officials 
will be congratulated by both coaches at the conclusion of 
the game?

THE FOREST SERVICE has 
furnished proof that it ¢an use 
youth profitably during the sum- 
mer months on parks work and 
fire protection.

It 
aims at providing employment 
for the late teen-ager and let 
ting him produce something of 
material value to the public of 
British Columbia. He's paid for 
his labors and the province bene 
fits. 

The idea behind the movement 
runs a lot deeper. than ‘that. 
Forestry men don’t ‘believethat 
young fellows today are a hap- 
less, heedless and useless bunch. 
They see a lot of good material 
in them. They look at young 
sters as a major asset and as 
the most important ef 4li natural 


“ resources in the cduntry. 


THAT DOESN'T MEAN they 
regard youth as a big manpower 
potential and nothing else. They 
see the teen-ager as an __indi- 
vidual, with all the spiritual, 
mental and physical abilities at- 
tributed to “God’s noblest handi- 
work.” 

At the same time, forestry 
men note an inclination in some 
members of the younger genera- 
tion to be more receptive than 
productive. They feel too many 
are ready to accept the good 
things of life without realizing 
they have to work for them 
That’s a concept that was new 
when Adam called the boys aside 
and said: “Look fellahs, things 
aren’t like they were in Eden. 
We gotta git up and git.” 

The technique of the depart- 
ment isn’t quite so blunt. 
wants to Infect the boys with 
British Columbia fever — that 
germ you can never éliminate, 
once it’s planted. They want 
the boys to feel about the prov 
ince the way most forest service 
men do. 


THAT MAKES the problem of 
youth use a little more compli- 
cated. There's work to be done 
in the forests—all sorts of it. 
But not all the work is going 
to be appealing. As one veteran 
puts it: “If you took a bunch 
of High School kids and put them 
to digging a long, long ditch, 
by the end of the summer thev’d 
have quite a stretch dug, but 
there’d be a lot more left to dig 
Then when you asked them next 
summer to come back and dig 
again, they'd tell you they'd had 
it. We don’t want to do things 
that way. We want enthusias- 
tie youngsters working for us 
and we can get them.” 

He gives an example. “Turn 
a-young fellow--loose~ on build: 
ing a new campsite; Let him 
clear the ground, build the 
tables, put in the cooking pit, 
build the comfort stations. Then 
when his summer’s work is over, 
te tan look at the job and say 
‘I did that’. He knows what it’s 
like to accomplish something. 
Next year he'll probably want 
to do something similar or 
better.” 


THE SCHEME IS GOOD. It 
looks particularly attractive to 
eyes like mine that were young 
and hungry for a job in the 
woods during the tate '20’s In 
those days work like that didn’t 
come to teen-agers who wanted 
to join timber cruise and sur- 
vey parties.

Scandinavian loggers and 
lumbermen. can not teach Cana- 
dians anything about woods pro- 
ducts utilization, J. E. Liersch, 
assistant vice-president of the 
Powell River Co. Ltd., said this 
morning at the B.C. Natural | 
Resources Conference in the Em 
press Hotel. 

“The economic factor makes 
profitable many of their opera- 
tions which we can not yet ap- 
proach,” he said. 

He had nothing but praise for 
forestry methods of Norway and 
Sweden. They have learned 
when tq replant and when to 
wait. for natural seeding, and 
have made a great headway in 
developing fast-growing strains 
of trees. 

“They use very little logging 
machinery,” he said. “Trees are 
mainly cut by hand, yarded by 
harse to wagons, and then either 
taken to roads or rivers for ship- 
ment to mills,” he said. 


Fire also is unknown in 
Scandinavian forests he said, due 
to the humid climate, great 
degree .of settlement, excellent 
topography for movement, and 
lack of heavy slash. 

“I spent five weeks in these 
forests last summer,” Mr. 
Liersch said, “and was able to 
see the results of a _ sensible, 
long-term forest policy. It made 
me think that we have a very 
bright future here.”

CALGARY—Purchases of Al- 
berta crude oil will buy about 23 
per cent less in March than in 
February, according to nomina 
tions submitted to the Conserva | 
tion Board. . Nominations for } 
March totalled 76,882 barrels| 
daily, as ‘against the 96,775 
barrels daily for February. 

A decrease in the amount of 
crude purchased is normal for 
March and April, and,the annual 
slump will this year probably be 
followed by record-breaking pro- 
duction as shipping on the Great 
Lakes in eastern Canada gets 
under way, and Alberté oil 
reaches its increased market in 
Ontario. Daily average produc- 
tion is expected to climb to nearly 
150,000 barrels by the summer 
months. 

At the present time-crowded 
storage facilities is one of the 
reasons for the cut-back im pro- 
duction. Imperial Oil, the biggest | 
producer, has slashed -its pur | 
chases from 72,825 barrels daily 
purchased in February, to 51,040 
for March. A _ total of 6,500

Lakes, as against the 15,000 per 
Gay shipped for - Lakehead 
storage in February.

barrels for Calgary. 

British American Oil Company 
will take 12,575 barrels daily, an 
increase from the 11,450 barrels 
per day nominated for February.

Toll From Cars 
Shows Increase 


There was a 3.13 per cent de- 
crease in the number of traffic 
accidents in B.C. in the first 11 
months of last year from the 
corresponding period of 1949, but 
there were more deaths and in- 
juries, and property damage 
was higher. 

Motor vehicle statisticians re- 
ported today the number of acci 
dents dropped from 16,214 in the 
11 months of 1949 to 15,707 last 
year. 

There were 152 traffic deaths 
last year, compared to 149 in 
1949; 4914 persons injured .in 
1950 compared to 4,841; and 
property damage mounted to 
$3,665,469 in 1950 compared to 
$3,154,514. 

Similarly there were 261,251 
licensed cars at Nov. 30, 1950, 
and 224,698 at the same date of 
the previous year.
